DESCRIPTION OF PROJECT

PIIRPOSE
PROBLEM STATEMENT:

Within Washoe County the number of injuries resulting from haffic accidents continues to rise. Accidents involving pedestrians, speed,

distracted driving eto continue to impact our community and the families ttrat live here. Between January and February of 2014 and the

same time period in 2015, the Washoe County Sheriffds Office investigated an additional 20 accidents. Between December 2014 and

February 2015 alone we 8ve investigated 4 falal accidents. This is an intolerable situation.

In addition to this increase in accidents, our current MC75A units are failing, which makes it almost impossible to write any citations, and

they are being phased ou! which makes it difficult to repair and/or replace. The tablets requested in this application for funding will
replace our current MC75As. They are faster, more reliable, and more user friendly and are capable of running the latest version of the

Brazos electronic crash/citation software.

This equipment will the reduce the number of fatalities and iqjuries that occur in our area by streamlining and accelerating our

enforcement activities. They will increase the number of citations issued by decreasing the amount of time needed per stopped driver.

Studies have shown that visible enforcement and increased ticket issuance does reduce poor driving behavior, thus reducing crashes,

injures, and fatalities. By decreasing the amount of time needed for each taffic stop, we increase the amount of time we can spend on

these enforcement activities. By having reliable, user friendly equipment, the deputies are able to get back to their patrol duties much

quicker. We estimate that this new equipment will result n a25o/o reduction in the time needed to issue a citation.

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LOCAL DATA:

Our current equipment is failing. We have sent three units back to the vendor for repairs in the last four months, and additional units

fail on a regular basis. Sometimes we are able to reboot these, but they continue to crash offand on, losing all data that had been

entered. All of this takes time. As these units fail completely our agency does not have the funds to replace them, leaving our Patuol

Officers without the means to write a ticket - they either have to hand-write the citation or call another deputy offhis patrol beat.

Neither choice is viable.

As noted above in the "Problem" section, accidents continue to increase in our area.

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CAUSE:

Simply said: our equipment is older and failing and drivers continue to drive in a reckless manner. Replacement will increase our ability to

patrol the streets of our community by reducing the amount of time spent writing citations. Having more visible patol units actively

moving throughout their beat area ratler than stopped to write a citation will improve driver behavior. We all know that when some drivers

see that police car parked on the side of the road, that they feel he will most likely not notice they behavior and that they have free rein to

drive poorly. It is imperative that we get our deputies back on the road as quickly as possible.

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COI]NTERMEASI]RES:

We would like to purchase the tablets to decrease the amount of time spent writing citations, and thus increase our patrol activity time.

In addition to the improved functionality in writing citations, these tablets also have the capability to collect the accident documentation

required by the TRCC (Traffic Records Coordination Committee) for entry into NCATS. The device allows deputies to quickly and

thoroughly record and report accident data and statistics. This reduces the possibility of errors and speeds up the reporting process,

ensuring more timely collection and reporting of these statistics.

WHEREAS, STATE may make said funds available to various state, county, or municipal agencies or
governments or political sub-divisions upon application and approvals by STATE and the United States

Deparfrnent of Transportation, and

WHEREAS, the APPLICANT must comply with the requirements listed herein, to be eligible for Federal funds in
approved traffic safety projects, and

WHEREAS, the APPLICANT has submitted an application for Federal funds for tuaffic safety projects, and is
aware that this agreement is dependent upon availability of funds as appropriated by Congress.

NOW TIIEREFORE, IN CONSIDERATION OF MUTUAL PROMISES AND OTHER GOOD AND
VALUABLE CONSIDERATION, TIIE PARTMS AGREE AS FOLLOWS:

REIMBI]RSEMENT OX' ELIGIBLE DGENDITI]RES
1. It is mutually agreed and promised that upon written application by APPLICANT and approval by

STATE and the United States Deparhnent of Transportation, STATE shall obligate said Federal funds
to APPLICANT'S account for reimbursement of eligible expenditures as set forth in the application.

2. It is mutually agreed and promised that APPLICANT shall reimburse STATE for any ineligible or
unauthorized expenditure for which Federal funds have been claimed and paym.ent received as
determined by a State or Federal audit.
